AN ACT Relating to a pilot programfor inplenentation of a case m x
paynment system for boarding hones; adding a new section to chapter
18. 20 RCW providing an expiration date; and declaring an emnergency.

BE | T ENACTED BY THE LEG SLATURE OF THE STATE OF WASHI NGTON:

NEW SECTION. Sec. 1. A new section is added to chapter 18.20 RCW
to read as foll ows:

(1) Prior to inplenenting any nedicaid case m x paynent nethod for
| icensed boarding honmes, on a statew de basis, the departnent shal
devel op and inplenent a pilot program The pilot program shall begin
on Septenber 1, 2003, and shall conclude Septenber 1, 2004. The pil ot
program shall include a representative nunber of boarding honmes, on a
voluntary basis, that provide contracted assisted living services,
enhanced adult residential <care services, and adult residential
servi ces throughout the state.

(2) The pilot programw |l test the validity of the conprehensive
assessnment tool; identify the providers' actual costs of providing care
and services related to each care paynent |evel; and test the adequacy
of case m x paynent rates for each of the care paynent |evels.
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(3) During the pilot program the departnent shall adjust paynment
rates for the levels of care as may be needed to sufficiently fund the
costs of providing care and services to nedicaid residents.

(4) By Decenber 12, 2004, the departnent shall report the results
of the case mx paynent system pilot program to the chairs of the

health care commttees of both houses of the |legislature. The
departnment shall include in the report its findings regarding the
validity of the conprehensive assessnent tool for categorizing
residents into neaningful care and paynent groups; its findings

regarding the actual costs of providing care and services in each of
the care paynent levels; and its findings regarding the rates of
paynment, by level, that are necessary and reasonably related to the
costs of providing care and services to nedicaid residents.

(5) This section expires Decenber 31, 2004.

NEW SECTION. Sec. 2. This act is necessary for the imrediate
preservation of the public peace, health, or safety, or support of the
state government and its existing public institutions, and takes effect
i mredi atel y.
